With a party uf frieuds, among them Tummy Ryan, 
I.orue Adams, jockey Treubel and Frank Garrett, be 
drove in an automobile to the Humber hr the after- 
noon and while there went out |>addling in a 
punt. The boat, an old Ic-aky tTaft, nank and 
Nicol wan piilleil out Id an exhausted condition. 
He waa taken to a laitel iiinl It waa nearly half 
au hour before he was considered out of danger. 



SALVIDERE HAS BEEN INSURED FOR 150,000. 

Champion Two-year-old of 1906 Will Re Wintered 
at Hamburg Place. 

New York. September 24. — Salvidere has been In- 
sured for $50,000 and will In due time he sent to 
Kentucky to winter at John E. Madden’s Hamburg 
Place. Since he has earned the title two-year-old 
champion of 1900, It la a matter of general regret 
among horsemen that this upstanding son of Belvi- 
dere and Sallle uf Navarre is not an entire horse. 
Salvidere was foaled at the Senorita Farm of the 
late Captain S. S. Brown and, as baa been told in 
the columns of Daily Racing Form, was the result 
of a mating intended to produce a winner of tlie 
Saratoga Special, though Captain Brown did not 
live to see the fulfillment of his efforts in that 
direction. It was not the urigiuifl iiitentiuu to alter 
Salvidere. The operation was, it has been relate-1 
by trainer Bob Tucker, hia first handler, a matter 
ot necessity. That Tucker did not have a correct 
idea of the quality of Salvidere is now evident, 
otherwise he would not have permitted the gelding 
to pass into other bauds. 

Salvidere ran one race in the colors of Captain W. 
Harry Brown, who came into possession (rf his de- 
ceased brother’s racing establishment, and that was 
the only race for which he was handled by Tucker 
aud .the only race in which he was defeated. It 
was in bis first start, made iu au allowance race 
at Brighton Beach July 14. Salvidere gut away 
poorly, was shut off early aud closing a big gap, 
he was beaten out only three parts of a length by 
Fountaiublue In a terrific drive. John E. Madden 
saw that race and then aud there made up bis miud 
that Salvidere was a horse he wanted. Captain 
Harry Brown bad auuouuced a sale of horses in 
training for the following Saturday. July 21, aud 
Salvidere was among those named to go under the 
liammer. .Madden gut iilm for $3,700. the purchase 
being made iu the name uf Thomas HUcbcuck, Jr. 
Ill the Racing Calendar uf July 25, it was repurte-1 
that Messrs. Hiteheuek and Madden had registered 
a partnership iu the gelding, each owning one-half. 

In the Hitebeoek colors Salvidere has taken six 
successive stakes aud brought his present owners 
$50,885 iu cash aud gold plate. His oue second hi 
the colors uf Captain Brown netted him $200, so that 
hia wiuuiugs for seveu races foot up $51,085. The 
first of his stake victories was the Montauk at 
Brighton Beach, July 20, three-quarters uf a mile iu 
l:13j, carrying 100 ituuuds. His next was the 
Brighton Jiiiiiur at Brighton Beach, July 28, three- 
quarters of a mile iu l:13t, with 119 pounds up„ 
Then came the Wluged Foot Handicap at Brighton 
Beach .Viigust 4, three-quarters of a mile over 
the muddy track with 120 puuuds up in 1:15. This 
was followed hy the Saratoga Siieeial at Sara- 
toga, August 10, three-quarters of a mile In 1:12§, 
carrying 119 iMHiuds. His next triumph was iu the 
Adirondack Handicap at Saratoga, August 29, three- 
quarters uf a mile iu 1:141, with 128 pounds np. 
His next aud last was the Junior Chamidou ut 
Gravesend Saturday, when he ran the about three- 
quarters of a mile course in l:10j, with 124 pouuUs 
up, it being muddy. 

Salvidere has not only beaten the best horses of 
his age, hut he has done it iu the most eouviuciug 
maimer, clearly establishiug the fact that the stale 
of the track makes little difference to him. He 
appears to he as good In the mud as he is ou the 
dry. He is, it has been stated, uot a iierfectly sound 
liorse, however. The likelihood of the giving away 
uf one fore leg is the oue thing that his owners have 
to' fear for the future. If this does not happen 
wilhiug the coming year, it is the upiuiuu among 
horsemen of the east that he will prove to be the 
champion three-year-old of 1907. 

“After Salviilere’s signal victory Saturday, there 
was uo lunger any doubt as to his right to the title 
of champion,’’ says the New York Sun. “Not a 
turfman could he fouud who did nut joiu lu the 
general praise of this remarkable young racehorse. 

“ ‘He Is a second Hamburg,’ said Dave Johnsou. 
‘Who c"au beat him next year? The way he collared 
De Muud when the latter was at his best showed us 
that Madden has the best two-year-old that has 
been to the races In many seasons.’ 

“ 'I think Salvidere, barring Sysonby,’ said Sen- 
ator MeCarreu, ‘Is the best two-year-old since Ham- 
burg’s time. He impressed me tUc first thuc I saw 
him ruu and I have bet on him iu all of bis races. 
He Is not only a typical racehorse with a wonderful 
turn of speed, hut he Is also a bulldog aud has n 
heart of steel. He will make a great three-year- 
old.’ 

“ ’There should be uo louger any doubt about 
Salvidere’s real worth,’ waa the way John E. 
Maddeu put It. ‘He met the best two-year-olds in 
training aud beat them easily. He has done all 
that has been asked of him aud is entitled to a 
rest.’ ’’ 

TORONTO TO HAVE A SFORTING MEETING. 

Toronto Ont., September 24. — The Toronto Hunt 
proposes to hold a sporting meeting on October 18 
aud 20. Au application has been made to the Uu- 
trio Jockey Club for the use of the Woodbine course 
lor two days, in which a varied program of hunt 
races, steeplechases and polo pony races nad gymk- 
hana events will be given, with the addition of an 
open steeplechase each day, aud possibly au open 
fiat race for Canadian owners. If the meeting is 
not held at the Woodbine, the program, with altera- 
tions, will be carried out on the grounds of the 
Toronto Hunt. The Hunt Club Is the pFisseasor of a 
uuiulier of challenge cups, including the D’ Alton 
McCarthy Memorial Plate, which must he ruu for 
annually.

OREGAR IS UNDER THE BAN. 

JUDGE HAMILTON SUSPENDS HIM INDEFINITE* 
LY FOR INCONSISTENT RIDING. 

J. McIntyre and Hudlin Will Be Inactive for Five 
Days — Bed Loaf Has a Tendon Severed 
In a Jam On the Turn. 



Louisville, Ky., September 24. — Under most favor- 
able eoudltluns racing was resumed at Douglas Park 
today. Tlie attendance was large and the spwt 
was excellent. The judicial axe was used ou 
jockeys Uregar, J. M.clutyre, aud Hudlin. Oregar 
had the mount ou Ida Davis and rude one of his 
timid races with the result that the filly was elimin- 
ated as a sharp factor after going the first quarter. 
Oregar seemed perfectly conteut to trail the others 
until turniug Into the stretch where he began riding 
hard and the filly, responding with rare gameuess, 
came from a long way back aud finished a fast 
going third to Posing and Green Room. The' 
judges questioned the rider about bis action lu 
taking the filly back soon after the start to a rear 
position, but failed to ellct a satisfactory ausw«. 

In striking contrast was the ride ' be put up on 
Zipaugo in the second race. He showed the ability 
of a finished artist on the Jones colt,, with the re- 
sult that he beat out some good youngsters after 
a terrific stretch drive with Plausible. The rallug 
suspeudiug Oregar indefinitely then followed. 

Uudliu ou Mariiessa aud J. McIntyre on High Bear, 
iu the last race, were suspended because of rough 
riding, both belug flagrantly guilty. 

.V mishap which came in the feature race probably 
terminated the raeiug career of J. O. Keene’s Red 
Leaf. Seoville got her away in a good poattiou 
aud iu his effort to secure a bigger advantage while 
racing to the first turn, attempted to steer Red 
Leaf to the inner rail from au outer position. He 
misjudged her speed with the result that there 
was a jam lu which some horse jumped ou the filly 
aud cut her teuduu almost iu two. 

Colonel Jim Douglas showed a return of his good 
ioiloDia form aud, ably riddeu by Dominick, landed 
the purse from Uarmakis, with Celeres, the early 
pacemaker aud favorite, third. The accident to 
Bed Leaf also caused a jam iu which Old Stone 
aud Devout suffered most aud practically destroyed 
their chances. 

Ou his promise to remain ou good behavior here- 
after jockey Cherry was given permission to accept 
mounts. The stake book for the Crescent City 
Jockey Club's meeting Is being distributed. E. R. 
Thomas was among the visitors. E. Dealy has ar- 
rived from Canada with six horses lucluding Wex- 
ford. Jockey Dealy will do the riding for the 
stable. The horses comprising the stables of C. V. 
Muller, G. 11. Marlmau, A. Logan aud D. T. / 
Morris will be shipped to Latouia Wednesday. Fred 
Cook’s horses arrived this morning from the east 
and are quartered at Cburehfll Downs.
